The fight of the farmers has already greatly 
inereased ^the value of the tobacco grown in 
Kentucky. Bot what a price the state has 
paid for the increase. While we have gained 
a few millions, we have lost tens of miUions 
daring this brief war of outlawry and terrorism 
of the'^night^ders*' and this general campaign 
of intimidfoon, bam-bnming and wholeiide an<

But iu sj>ite of that. the woni m»'ans the 
^,aame and it remains tlie very highest onler of 
impartial .lusti. It means even more than 
this. For in its exalted significance it imrtakes 
of the tlivine and is iiisj)ired by that i Jci iuil 
I Spirit of Justice handed dowufrom^MouutSiuai 
by (jickI Himself. 

It maken all the difference iu the world 
whose ox is gored. 

The farmers claim that the 'i'obacco Trost 
has been throwing the hooks into the toltnccri 
I growers for many years, and now that the 
grower is getting Iwick at the Trust, tln' latter 
is squealing for a square deal and fur fair play 
ider the law. 

If the Tobacco Trust has trampled \k^%if 




nmler foot, that does not licenBo the tobacco 
growers to do thti sam«^ thing. The strength 
of the law lies in its impartial enforcemeiil . 

liememb(>r a ))latant law bro.iker hat* no 
standimr in a Court of .lustioe. 

Kvery unlawful act the tobacco grower has 
committed under the guise of the "night rider" 
and the intimidator, has conduced to the bene* 
^t of the Tobacco Trust. It has tied the hands 
of the Independents and tightened the gri)> of 
the Tobacco combine. 

The very reason why the American Tobacco 
Company has bniltup socb a gigantic combine 
and has piled up such fabulous dividends is 
mainly because it has done so quietly, peace- 
ably and systematically. It may have used 
gumshoe commercial intimidation, but it hat 
never been openly violent and resorted to 
whipping, bam*buming, burning and shooting 
up towns. Monopolies don't work that way, 
and they would never succeed that wa(f even if 
they attempted it. 

The tobacco growers have got to fight the 
Tobacco Trust with its own weapons, i. e., 
systematic competition, and even the l>oycott if 
lu'cessai-y. Tiiey must stand, together, if they 
can. cut out the eroji if possible, and manu- 
facture high-grade chewintr and smoking ti»- 
bacco and cigars, and compete with the combine 
on high commercial grounds. 

Now as regards the drivintr of the Tobacco 
j combine from MaysvUle and tlie Statt; of Ken- 
tucky, it cannot be done under the law. Vou 
had just as well attempt tu drive the clothing 
merchants, the ilrygoods merchants and other 
commercial enterprises from May.sville. The 
law was made for all, not for a few. 

The American Tobacco Company may be a 
Trust and a comt»ine in the most modern hate- 
ful sense; but thert' are two sidt;s toal! ipiestions 
including this one and the facts remain that the 
American Company at Maysville is one of the 
principal business interests of our city. It has 
one of the largest plants in the country at 
Maysville and pays out hundreds of thousands 
of dollars annually here. Last week it paid its 
employes !{;i,142 in wages. 

What would become of its scores of employes 

here should it leave Maysville, as it is likely to 
do? 

The American Tobacco Company could leave 
Maysville and go to Ohio or some other state. 
Bot wf)uld this help Maysville or the Mason 
County Tobacco Growers? No. Because the 
Company could leave here and still have its 
secret purcha.sing agent in the State. 

The City Council of Maysville has no more 
legal right to drive the American Tobacco 
Comjiany from Maysville than it has to bar 
out the Cotton Mills, the Palley Factory or the 
Hall Plow Works. 

The idea is founded on the most biased theory 
of the law and justice and is class legislation of 
the tiio-t lank. traiHparfMit and ricious sort. 

\\ e Jippeal to tlie tobaico growers and K(juity 
manau't rs to kee]) within the law and to Ht^ht 
iheir battles fairly in the open where public 
opinion can see its way clearly to enlist in the 
contest for better prices and for the eliniinatiou 
(»f every inimical Trust ojtposing the natural 
increment due the hardy and sweating sons of 
toil, who produce the leaf that cheers and 
soothes the world. 

We are brothers all and are only here for 

the briefest of periods. Let ds stand with the 

farmers as long as the farmers stand with the 
law. 

Let us have ooaiage, for the crista is rapidly 
approeohing when a state of dvU war may be 

the outcome. 

Keep eooL If you cannot keep cool, keep 
as cool as yon can, and all will yet be well. 

This great tobacco ijuestion is slowly but 
surely adjusting itself, and nobody need neces* 
sarily work himself up to the scrapping point. 

Are we not soppeeed to be • SMM Aid a rea- 
sonable i)eople?
